PUBLIC NOTICE 

Revised Order Implementing Procedures under the Bankruptcy Abuse Prevention and 
Consumer Protection Act of 2005 (BAPCPA) and 

Adopting a Mandatory Chapter 13 Plan Form
 
Please Take Notice:    On January 19, 2006, the United States Bankruptcy Court for the Eastern District
of Missouri adopted a Revised Order Implementing Procedures under the Bankruptcy Abuse Prevention
and Consumer Protection Act of 2005 (BAPCPA) (the “Implementation Order”) and adopted use of a
Mandatory Chapter 13 Plan Form.   The Chapter 13 Form Plan is now available and incorporated into
Appendix A of the Implementation Order.  The Mandatory Chapter 13 Form Plan is effective for all cases
filed on or after March 1, 2006. 

The Implementation Order has been amended as follows: 
· Paragraphs 5, 6, and 9 have been modified and new paragraphs 8, 30 and 34 have been

inserted. 
· Paragraph 5 requires debtors to file the B22 A, B or C Form (Means Test / Statement of

Current Monthly Income Form) simultaneously with any motion or notice of conversion. 
This change is also reflected in new paragraph 34.  

· Paragraph 6 has been modified to require debtors provide the trustee with payment advice
documentation 14 days prior to the meeting of creditors.  

· Paragraph 8 has been added and paragraph 9 has been modified to require provision of
pre-petition tax returns to the trustee 14 days prior to the meeting of creditors.   

· Paragraph 30 requires use of the Form Chapter 13 Plan which is now incorporated into the
Implementation Order in Appendix A. 

· An index to the topics covered in the Implementation Order now appears at the last two
pages of this Order.
